aid. I can remember one instance when I was forcibly 
pushed away from a num’s mother who was having a 
heart attack. It got to the point where he had to be re¬ 
strained by police. He was protesting that we were 
going to take her to the nearest hospital, not to one of 
time in their districts they his choice, even though we had her consent to do so.

ful companion Tige, spent as much time 
in the adjacent Angeles National Forest 
as possible with school, odd jobs, and the 
availability of groceries being major fac¬ 
tors. To augment our meager supplies, 
necessitated the acquisition of addition¬ 
al, nourishing, and longer lasting com¬ 
modities, primarily live chickens and 
fresh eggs, through “borrowing” from 
the local coops located in the orchards 
along the way to the trail head leading to 
our ultimate destination. And, as this 
“borrowing” required the utmost stealdi, 
our departure always took place at night. 

With five in the party, we usually left 
Bobby and Tige some distance from the 
raided coops, permitting the other three 
to actually do the “borrowing.” To insure 
absolute silence and security, one of the 
three would be designated as a lookout 
to guard against a surprise visit by the 
owner or his dogs. That left two of us to 
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venture into the coops, slowly and silent- If he did not split his head open, he broke 


an ankle, or threw out his back; any one 
of those injuries making it impossible for 
him to walk out for badly needed medi¬ 
cal attention. Guess who was always 
selected to do the honors of hiking out to 
Chantry Flat and always at night. Why, 

I was always the chosen one to hike out 
for help. I was the fastest runner and 
hiker, known in those days as “Spider” 
and had my trusted companion Tige to 
accompany me, nbt that he would have 
been any help in the event of my own dis¬ 
ablement of possibly being bitten by a 
rattlesnake, of which there were many 
lying on or adjacent to the darkened trail. 
Even with a full moon, portions of the 
trail were in deep shadow as the result of 
overhanging trees, especially from camp 
to Newcombe Pass and from Sturtevant 
Camp to below the falls. Except for 
those rattlesnakes lying adjacent to the 
trail, usually on the top of the cut bank, 
the snakes on the trail were outstretched, 
seeking any remnant of heat emanating 
from the surface of the trail. So, those 
rattlers were not as dangerous as if they 
were coiled and just waiting for some¬ 
thing to come along. But, even to step 
on an outstretched snake was inviting di¬ 
saster. So at the first indication of a snake 
on the trail, Tige and I, being on hair trig¬ 
gers, would leap into the air as a form of 
self-preservation. Now, leaping vertical¬ 
ly and coming down on the same spot 
was an exercise in futility. Both of us 
were sufficiently indoctrinated into sur¬ 
vival as to be able to move in a lateral di¬ 
rection, as each situation dictated, so as 
to come dowm somewhat removed from 
our departure points. In addition to the 
hazards presented by the presence of poi¬ 
sonous snakes, we were also well aware 
of our trail companions following be¬ 
hind, the same set of characters that fol¬ 
lowed us up the trail. However, never in 
my entire young life, hiking in the moun¬ 
tains by myself, as my best friend thrust 
on me due to his accident-prone charac¬ 
ter, I was never ever tlireatened by a cou¬ 
gar. And of course, the other characters 
in this story, the badger, coyote, and the 
and the fox were much too timid to even 
consider such an action. 

Arriving at long last at the Ranger 
Station at Chantry Flat, usually sometime 
around midnight, and then had the dis¬ 
tinct pleasure of awakening the Ranger 
and his family from a sound sleep. On 
retiring that night, any thought of having 
to get out of a warm bed, saddling his 
horse, and preparing a mule and its pack 


ly, extracting newly laid eggs from be¬ 
neath the sitting chickens and to select 
several chickens to accompany us to our 
ultimate location and to their final desti¬ 
nation. To insure that the chosen chick¬ 
ens cooperated to the utmost, we carried 
several pairs of extra socks with which 
to muffle any outcry as we lifted them 
from their nests. The eggs were careful¬ 
ly stored inside our shirts and the chick¬ 
ens carried back to Bobby and Tige 
hanging upside down by their legs. We 
were then fully provisional as we under¬ 
stood the meaning or the word at that 
time. 

As the hours of the night and the trail 
miles slipped by, it was evident that we 
were not alone on the way to the West 
Fork of the San Gabriel River. Looking 
back down the trail, with or without 
moonlight, several pairs of amber eyes 
were following our progress in the proper 
pecking order; cougar, badger, coyote, 
and fox, anticipating perhaps somewhere 
along the way, a free meal of sorts. They 
were following a scent trail consisting of 
unwashed bodies and the distinctive aro¬ 
mas of live chickens, a combination as 
strange to the wild creatures as was the 
visual apparition of our motley group. 

Dropping down into the Santa Anita 
Canyon from Chantry Flat, we pro¬ 
gressed up past Sturtevant falls and then 
Sturtevant Camp, long abandoned, 
where we filled our water bottles, may¬ 
onnaise, and pickle jars before ascending 
the trail to Newcombe Pass, where we 
camped on the firebreak for the night 
before descending into the West Fork. 
But, before bedding down, rolled in a 
blanket on the hard ground, we had to 
secure our live companions high in the 
adjacent trees, as our uninvited trail fol¬ 
lowers were still sufficiently intrigued by 
a possible meal, that they too would 
spend the major portion of the night mill¬ 
ing around our makeshift camp, depart¬ 
ing only at the first light of dawn. 

Stiff and sore from the hard and rocky 
ground, we too began to stir, packing up 
our meager possessions, retrieving our 
chickens from their confinement for the 
night in the trees, and then departing 
down the last leg of our journey to our 
chosen camp in the West Fork. There, 
in Camp Six, a short distance down 
stream from the old Historic Log Cabin 
Ranger Station, the fir$t such facility in 
California, we would establish a some¬ 
what permanent camp after cooking a

The only part about Mr. Lowe’s statement that gives 
me any concern is his last remark that the department 
has been “pro-paramedic” for many years. They of 
course have taken the first step in this direction by per¬ 
suading the council to permit them to start charging the 
victim’s insurance company for “services rendered” in 
a medical emergency. I understand that at the present 
time this has not been initiated. The fireman’s associa¬ 
tion that supports the service has not been sending out 
requests for donations from prople transported to the 
hospital that have, in addition to other fiind-raisers, kept 
the service operational. With no income the fund will 
soon be exhausted, thus forcing the action. 

A few years ago a local nurse insisted that Sierra 
Madre needed paramedic service. Several informational 
nrteetings were held with the pul;>lic to s^fi^y.this is$ue., 
Dr;.Rus8d Maatz, then h^ of,^ A,i;eA^a[;En(^eiicy, 
Department, addressed the group and pointed out that it. 
was his opinion that the present volunteer service served 
this city well. He pointed out that we are within five or 
six minutes away fiom hospital care and that many times 
even the best paramedic service in the field may waste 
precious time in attempting to do IV sticks or other time 
consuming evaluations that could delay physician care. 
He felt that “scoop and swoop” in a location this close 
to hospitals was about as good as it gets. 

The issue was put on the ballot at the next election as 
to whether the city wanted the additional expense of 
approximately one million dollars for a few hundred 
calls each year, or were they satisfied with the EMT 
service they were getting for their donations. The vote 
was in favor of volunteer EMT service by a wide mar¬ 
gin. 

Unless the roles have changed, I truthfully haven’t 
checked, the city needs eight paramedics to be certified 
by the coiuity to provide this service. This means that 
eight men need to be hired to attend paramedic school 
full time for six months. If one fails (which is unheard 
of) certification would be delayed. In addition, if what 
one of our past police chief pointed out is correct, it takes 
five and one-third persons to operate a one man 24-hour 
seven day a week shift. This of course is due to days 
off, sick time, vacation time, retraining time, etc. This 
would mean it would take 11 men to operate a two man 
crew (or excessive overtime) for the EMS system. 

Logically, the city would not want to pay this kind of 
money to two people to respond to tme and a half calls 
a day and so they would be paid to man the fire equip¬ 
ment. Thus, for all practical purposes, we have now 
created a partially paid fire department and in most cit¬ 
ies in this area past history shows this ends up in a full 
paid department. 

I wonder if our city is ready for a budget that would 
require raising an amount equal to our police department 
of 1.2 or 1.3 million dollars each year and for service that 
may only be marginally better than what we now have 
for a small fraction of that amount. 

Of course, if I understand the {Hoposal correcdy, some 
of this would be offset by the $160 basic charge plus 
other charges for night calls, siren use, oxygen use, etc. 
that would be charged to the insurance company. They 
also propose a subscription charge of $40 if you don’t 
want to be billed. (Ai^ia has a similar program and 
only about 10% participate. If they don’t participate, 
they are billed if they don’t have insurance.) 

We, as a city, have always supported our department 
with liberal donations and have never failed to come 
through when we were informed of what was needed, 
i.e. the recent drive for a new amlniiance. Let’s i»eserve 
a rich tradition with a volunteer service. 

Now is the time to thank God for what we have and 
to study the road ahead vx there is no turning back. We 
can only hope our fire depertment will continue to offer 
is volunteer service, aft» all it is our pride and joy.

Arcadia Pcsses First Balanced Budget in Years 


By Dan Oakes 

Tuesday night’s City 
Council meeting saw 
Councilmembers looking 
at something they hadn’t 
seen for quite some time; a 
balanced budget. What’s 
the difference this year? 
City Manager Bill Kelly 
cited the improved 


economy, with increases 
in sales tax revenue and 
permit fees. He noted, 
however, that the budget 
does not include the rein¬ 
statement of some $1.9 
million in services and 
programs cut from last 
year’s budget. 

The $25.7 million in 
general fund revenues is 


up .2% from last year, with 
62% of that money coming 
from taxes. The $25.54 
million in general fund 
expenditures is down 1.5% 
from last year, with police 
and fire protection com¬ 
bining for just under 60% 
of the general fund ex¬ 
penses.

Jahnke called the fact that 
such a study had not been 
completed a “real impedi¬ 
ment as you consider the 
budget,” noting that the #1 
cost in the budget was 
employee cost. 

Marguerite Spencer 
also addressed a variety of 
concerns, including an in¬ 
crease in capital improve¬ 
ment funds, which she 
urged the council to put 
toward re-hiring search 
and rescue and fue person¬ 
nel laid off last year. City 


Manager Bill Kelly, how¬ 
ever, noted that those 
funds are restricted and 
that the money could not 
be spent in that way. 

Council members Gino 
Roncelli and Gail Marshall 
expressed a hesitancy to 
vote on the budget. “This 
study is not adequate for 
me to make even a concep¬ 
tual spending plan,” said 
Roncelli. “There are a 
number of items in here 
I’m not comfortable with. 
I’d like to see us study this 
more.” 

Marshall said, “I agree 
with Gino. We haven’t 
spent enougb time on this 
as a unit.” She brought up 
one issue of concern to her, 
a $47,000 expense last 
yaer to buy back vacation 
time, which she said en¬ 
couraged employees to 
take sick days for long 
weekends, then sell back 
their vacation time, which 
Kelly said was not happen¬ 
ing. 

Councilmember Roger 
Chandler, however, said, 
“I’m pleased that for the 
first time in six years, we 
can begin a fiscal year with 
a balanced budget.” He

to the proposed budget, and also to allocated $42,000 
niorc to the Library. $38,000 of that $42,000 would be 
enough to meet the State’s “maintenance of effort” re¬ 
quirement, by which the Library would receive an ad¬ 
ditional $30,000 in State money.

tion is, we get almost two dollars for every dollar we 


spend. I’m not convinced it’s a higher priority than re¬ 
hiring police or fire personnel. Without the extra money, 
I would not have made the mt^ion.” 

Harbicht’s motion passed on a 4-1 vote, with Roncelli 
dissenting. 

Kovacic then moved to allocated $25,000 to a reserve 
fund for partial implementation of the Youth Master 
Plan. Harbicht opposed the measure, saying, “We’re 
awaiting the priority list from the Youth Master Plan 
Steering Committee. I support the youth of this commu¬ 
nity, but when we have specific proposals, I will vote to 
either accept or reject them.” Kovacic’s motion failed, 
with Chandler, Harbicht, and Roncelli dissenting. 

Prior to the vote on the budget, Roncelli brought up 
the issue of recent Proposition A funds, which had been 
sold off and the money put into emergency reserves, not 
the General Fund. Kelly stated that the money had not 
gone into the operating budget as a matter of policy 
because it was a one-time deal, not money that would 
be available annually. “There are too many questions as 
to how much we have,” said Roncelli. “That’s why I 
think the budget needs more work.” 

Harbicht responded, saying, “The citizens have told 
us clearly: Live within your means. I don’t intend to 
spend more than we’re taking in. The definition of a 
balanced budget is that the amount you spend is equal 
to the amount you take in. When you start talking about 
spending reserves, you’re taking the budget out of bal¬ 
ance.” 

Chandler moved adoption of the proposed budget 
with the revisions that had been approved, and his mo¬ 
tion passed on a 3-2 vote, with Roncelli and Marshall 
dissenting. i .

ago; now, some of those students may end up at Wash¬ 
ington Middle School. 

What’s going on at Sierra Madre Primary School? 
What isn't going on? This marks the end of the second 
year of the school’s participation irf the Classroom Size 
Reduction Act, which started with grades 1-2, and was 
expanded to include grade 3 this year. Next year, kin¬ 
dergarten will be added. The implementation reduces 
classroom size in the affected grades from the mid-30’s 
to 20 students per teacher, and the differeiKe has been 
phenomenal. “First grade test scores have gone up tre¬ 
mendously, and I firmly believe that it’s because of the 
class size reduction. The results have been dramatic,’’ 
said principal Cheryl Portillo. 

Another popular program has been the multi-age pro¬ 
gram, wrapping up its third year. Formerly in grades 2, 
3, and 4, this year the voluntary program switched to 
grades 1, 2, and 3. “It’s been popular with many of the 
parents,” says Portillo. The school asks for a three-year 
commitment, and the non-traditional structure, which 
includes a fair amount of both group and individual 
work, works well for many of the children, though it’s 
not for everyone, so proper assessment is important. 

The school is also continuing and expanding its em¬ 
phasis on the performing and visual arts, each of which 
has a coordinator. Professional artists teach children 
various arts-related skills, including singing and visual 
arts, and weeks-long field trips to the Children’s Center 
for the Arts are on the schedule. “We really try to inte¬ 
grate into the curriculum,” says Portillo, “and not just 
offer art on the side.” 

For the first time in recent history, every PTA Board 
position is going to be filled next year. “It’s going to be 
absolutely phenomenal,” Portillos said. Among their 
plans is the reinstatement of the spring carnival, a former 
tradition. The usual fund-raisers will be on the agenda 
as well. This would also be a good time to recognize this 
year’s PTA, who came through with brand new play¬ 
ground equipment, and a soon-to-be-installed marquis, 
with the help of an incredible Sierra Madre Volunteer 
Fire Department. 

The Gifted and Talented Education (GATE) program 
continues, with 200 minutes per week of “differentiat¬ 
ed instruction”. Unlike at some schools, GATE at SMPS 
is not a pull-out program; rather, it is integrated with the 
regular school day. For example, when students in a class 
have to do a typical book report assignment, GATE stu¬ 
dents may have to add a “compare and contrast” section, 
to go a little above and beyond the typical requirements. 

Things aren’t just getting innovative for the students, 
either. Next year, the District will adopt new national 
performance standards, taking the subjectivity out of 
grades and implementing some consistency. The 
changeover will also require that teachers keep up to date 
on curriculum and teaching techniques, and the Pasadena 
Unified School District will provide ongoing staff de¬ 
velopment to keep Sierra Madre Primary School’s teach¬ 
ers ibily up to date.
